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New  employment  law 

Employers  must  verify  workers'  citizenship

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The  Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  requires  em- 
oyers  to  verify  the  identity  and  employment  eligibility 
all  new  employees,  including  U.S.  citizens,  hired  on  or 
;er  June  1,  1987. 

According  to  Don  Lyman,  director  of  employment  ser¬ 
ies  at  BYU,  the  Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act 
quires  new  employees  to  sign  an  1-9  F orm  that  asks  for 
:eir  name,  address,  date  of  birth,  Social  Security  num- 
r,  and  citizenship  status.  The  employee  is  also  required 
ipresent  certain  documents  from  a  list  of  those  specified 
the  Immigration  Service. 

‘For  A  BYU  student  that  is  a  U.S.  citizen,  a  BYU  I.D. 
*d  would  seem  to  satisfy  the  requirements.  A  U.S.  birth 
rtificate,  an  original  or  certified  copy,  may  be  used 
stead  of  a  Social  Security  card.  Presentation  of  a  current 
S.  passport  will  also  satisfy  the  requirement. 

“In  the  case  of  a  foreign  student  attending  school  on  F-l 
sas,  the  suggested  documents  are  the  current  foreign 
■ssport  with  1-20  I.D.  and  1-94  Form,”  he  added. 
Employers  are  required  to  certify  that  the  required 


documents  have  been  seen.  An  employer  hiring  an  illegal 
alien  is  subject  to  as  much  as  a  $10,000  fine  and  six  months 
in  jail. 

“The  law  requires  that  the  1-9  Form  be  signed  within 
the  first  three  days  of  work.  Since  some  individuals  may 
need  to  send  away  for  the  requested  documents,  it  is  of 
major  importance  that  all  new  employees  report  to  the 
Employment  Office  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  work. 

“Persons  hired  on  or  before  Nov.  6,  1986  will  not  be 
required  to  complete  the  1-9  Form.  Those  persons  who 
commenced  employment  between  Nov.  7,  1986  and  May 
31, 1987,  inclusive,  who  are  still  employed  will  be  required 
to  furnish  the  required  documentation.  This  is  not  re¬ 
quired  immediately,  but  as  soon  as -final  forms  are  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  government,”  Lyman  added. 

The  1-9  Forms,  the  operative  paperwork  and  an  18-page 
handbook  that  describes  the  new  law  are  still  at  the  gov¬ 
ernment  press. 

Employers  are  hoping  they  will  have  the  forms  and  the 
handbooks  by  the  end  of  June.

eagan  warns  Iran  again 


VENICE,  Italy  (AP)  — As  summit 
iders  arrived  to  the  blare  of  trum- 
jts  in  the  courtyard  of  the  Doges’ 
Jjlace,  President  Reagan  made  a 
Ijodwill  trade  gesture  to  Japan  on 
iinday  and  warned  Iran  that  he  is 
it  bluffing  about  possible  retaliation 
ainst  missiles  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 
Even  before  leaders  of  the  seven 
ijor  industrial  democracies  sat 
wn  for  the  first  time  at  their  13th 
nual  summit,  Reagan  made  clear  he 
11  seek  allied  support  for  a  strong 
md  against  Iran’s  threat  to  install 
ssile  batteries  overlooking  the 
If  s  vital  oil  shipping  lanes. 

The  president  told  reporters  that 
S.  warnings  of  retaliatory  moves 
ainst  Iranian  missiles  are  neither  a 
nff  nor  a  mere  threat,  but  are  “a 
itement  of  fact.” 

Japanese  officials  showed  little  en¬ 


thusiasm  for  Reagan’s  announcement 
of  a  17  percent  cutback  in  tariffs  on 
their  country’s  electronics  products, 
and  called  for  removal  of  all  sanctions 
as  soon  as  possible. 

But  the  mood  was  optimistic  as 
Reagan  and  the  heads  of  state  of 
Britain,  West  Germany,  France, 
Italy,  Canada  and  Japan  began  three 
days  of  political  and  economic  talks 
with  a  formal  banquet  at  the  12th  cen¬ 
tury  Doges’  Palace  in  St.  Mark’s 
Square. 

Reagan,  the  last  to  arrive  as  the 
senior  head  of  state,  drew  criticism 
from  some  Venetians  for  using  a  100- 
foot-long  white  canopy  erected  by 
Secret  Service  agents  to  help  safe¬ 
guard  his  stroll  from  dockside  to  the 
palace. 

Prime  Minister  Margaret 
Thatcher,  caught  up  with  campaign¬ 


ing  for  British  elections  Thursday, 
missed  the  opening  ceremonies. 
Heavy,  intermittent  rain  forced  Ital¬ 
ian  Prime  Minister  Amintore  Anfani, 
the  summit  host,  to  move  inside  from 
the  courtyard  to  greet  his  colleagues. 

Reagan,  after  a  private  meeting 
with  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Ya- 
suhiro  Nakasone,  announced  he  was 
lifting  $51  million,  or  17  percent,  of 
the  $300  million  in  tariffs  the  United 
States  imposed  April  17  on  Japanese 
electronics  products  in  retaliation  for 
Japan’s  dumping  of  ’  unrealistically 
low-priced  computer  chips  on  the 
American  market. 

Calling  Japan  “a  major  economic 
partner  as  well  as  a  staunch  friend 
and  ally,”  Reagan  said  his  action  re¬ 
flected  his  commitment  “to  free  com¬ 
petition  in  a  fair  market  environ¬ 
ment.”

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ne  of  the  world’s  leading  re- 
irchers  on  muon-catalyzed  fusion 
a  possible  energy  source  will  dis- 
ss  a  new  approach  to  controlled  nu- 
ar  fusion  Tuesday  at  BYU  Spring 
■m  forum. 

Steven  E.  Jones,  BYU  professor  of 
■ysics,  will  present  an  illustrated 
ture  at  11  a.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Con- 
•t  Hall. 

fones  explains  that  modern  society 
pends  on  an  abundant,  cheap 
irce  of  energy  such  as  oil,  coal  or 
ural  gas.  Since  these  sources  will 
;  last  for  more  than  a  few  hundred 
firs,  scientists  have  been  working 
the  past  30  years  to  imitate  in  a 


controlled  way  the  sun’s  source  of  en¬ 
ergy  known  as  fusion. 

The  commonly  known  form  of  nu¬ 
clear  energy  is  fission,  the  splitting  of 
atoms.  It  is  expensive  and  difficult  to 
control  and  creates  harmful  by-prod¬ 
ucts.  However,  fusion,  the  fusing  to¬ 
gether  of  atoms,  is  cleaner  than  fis¬ 
sion,  and  muon-catalyzed  fusion 
cannot  be  used  to  make  a  bomb. 

“Ocean  water  could  supply  the  raw 
materials  for  fusion  for  many  millen¬ 
nia,”  said  Jones.  “Unfortunately,  the 
goal  of  tapping  this  immense  reser¬ 
voir  of  energy  by  means  of  fusion  at 
sun-like  temperatures  has  proven 
elusive.” 

In  recent  years,  a  new  approach  in 
achieving  fusion  has  met  with  surpris¬ 
ing  success.  By  means  of  a  catalyst, 


“The  gospel  helps  people  put  things  in  proper  perspec¬ 
tive,  to  see  the  things  of  eternal  nature,”  said  Winder. 
Through  faith,  she  said,  people  can  overcome  problems 
and  recognize  that  many  of  them  are  blessings  in  disguise.

People 
need  the  contrast  in  order  to  progress. 

Some  of  the  greatest  problems  can  be  the  most  help  “as 
we  work  through  to  the  solutions  or  to  overcoming  the 
obstacles,  and  it  is  there,  in  the  growth  and  development 
of  our  character,  that  we  find  great  happiness  and  joy.” 

Life  is  full  of  frustrations  and  challenges,  said  Winder. 
“It  is  important  that  people  recognize  where  help  lies.” 
She  quoted  a  divorced  sister  who  believes  that  God  relates 
to  everyone  personally  and  with  unbending  attention. 
Once  can  call  on  Him  for  guidance  and  support.

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scientists  have  induced  fusion  at  eas¬ 
ily  reached  temperatures  (even  room 
temperature).  The  catalyst  is  a  speck 
of  matter  known  as  a  muon  —  the 
heavy  brother  to  the  electron. 

A  native  of  Pocatello,  Idaho,  Jones 
joined  the  BYU  faculty  in  1985  and 
has  done  fusion  research  in  govern¬ 
ment  and  university  laboratories 
since  1978.  He  received  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  physics  from  BYU  in  1973 
and  a  doctoral  degree  in  physics  from 
Vanderbilt  University  in  1978. 

From  1979  to  1985,  Jones  con¬ 
ducted  fusion  research  at  the  Idaho 
National  Engineering  Laboratory. 
Since  1982  he  has  done  research  as 
principal  investigator  for  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Energy,  Division  of 
Advanced  Energy  Projects. 


Over  16,000  of  them  will  come  to  BYU  this  summer 
bringing  radios,  hair  dryers  and  scriptures.

Conference  planning 

Providing  these  dances  and  other  conference  activities 
involves  several  BYU  services.  The  Church  Education 
System  (CES)  helps  stakes  plan  their  conferences.  Glen 
McClure,  a  CES  coordinator  of  youth  conferences  on  cam¬ 
pus,  said  a  CES  coordinator  visits  the  stake  “much  in 
advance  to  help  plan  the  agenda  and  establish  goals  for  the 
conference.” 

According  to  McClure,  a  typical  conference  agenda  in¬ 
cludes  games  the  first  day,  workshops  and  a  dance  the 
second  day,  and  a  testimony  meeting  the  third  day.  Mc¬ 
Clure  said  CES  also  acts  as  a  liaison  with  other  service 
groups  on  campus  and  works  closely  with  General  Ser¬ 
vices. 

Terry  Peterson,  General  Services  coordinator  of  food 
and  housing,  said  they  employ  several  student  coordina¬ 
tors  who  determine  the  food  and  housing  needs  of  each 
conference.  The  department  begins  working  with  the  con¬ 
ferences  in  January  and  February. 

“It’s  a  great  experience  and  it  brings  a  lot  of  income  to 
the  university,”  Peterson  said.  “It  helps  offset  the  cost  of 
food  and  housing  to  full-time  students.” 

Once  the  conferences  arrive  at  BYU,  CES  and  General 
Services  coordinators  conduct  an  orientation  meeting  for 
the  adult  leaders.  Housing  supervisors  also  participate  in 
the  meeting. 

Supervising  the  conference 

Corey  R.  Child,  a  junior  majoring  in  business  and  com¬ 
munications  from  LaMirada,  Calif. ,  is  a  housing  supervi¬ 
sor  in  Helaman  Halls.  Child  said  housing  supervisors  ex¬ 
plain  regulations  of  the  housing  area  and  are  responsible 


for  the  group’s  living  accommodations  during  the  confer¬ 
ence. 

“Above  all,  it’s  most  important  that  we  help  them  have 
an  excellent  time,”  Child  said. 

The  housing  supervisors  also  perform  night  security 
each  night  the  conferences  are  in  the  housing  area,  from 
11:30  p.m.  to  2  a.m.  Child  said  this  helps  the  leaders  keep 
the  youth  in  the  dorms  and  off  the  streets. 

“I  enjoy  this  job  because  of  the  people  I  get  to  work  with 
from  all  over  the  U.S.,”  Child  said. 

Jani  Cone,  a  sophomore  from  Willow  Lake,  N.D.,  ma¬ 
joring  in  early  childhood  education,  works  as  a  resident 
assistant  in  Helaman  Halls.  Her  duties  include  checking 
the  conference  into  the  dorms  and  working  at  the  desk. 
She  said  she  also  has  the  opportunity  to  present  a  good 
image  of  BYU,  since  many  youth  ask  her  about  it. 

“I  really  like  my  job,”  Cone  said.  “I  like  working  with 
people.” 

Stacy  Duckley,  14,  from  Layton,  said  this  is  her  first 
youth  conference.  She  said  she  has  thought  about  coming 
to  BYU  before  and  is  more  interested  now  that  she’s  been 
on  campus. 

“It’s  a  cool  school,”  Duckley  said. 

BYU  conferences  different 

Marylin  Wright,  a  chaperon  from  Mesa,  Ariz. ,  has  been 
to  conferences  at  other  schools  and  said  “there  is  no  com¬ 
parison”  with  BYU.  She  said  the  lack  of  rules  at  other 
schools  makes  the  conferences  more  difficult. 

Wright  said  she  “begs  to  be  on  the  stake  committee”  if 
she  isn’t  assigned  to  the  conference,  so  that  she  can  go 
each  year.  The  Mesa  Central  Stake  comes  to  BYU  every 
other  year. 

“It  gets  us  away  from  our  own  place  and  to  an  atmo¬ 
sphere  we  cannot  create  on  our  own,”  Wright  said. 

Brent  Zollinger,  a  chaperon  from  Price,  Utah,  said  the 
conferences  are  good  experiences  for  the  adults  as  well  as 
the  youth. 

“I  enjoy  the  spiritual  workshops  and  devotionals  and 
camaraderie  with  the  kids,”  he  said.  “There’s  nothing  (the 
youth)  don’t  like  about  it,  except  maybe  going  home.”

The  brooms,  dustpans  and  chants 
of  ‘sweep’  from  Laker  fans  in  games 
one  and  two  were  replaced  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  by  chants  of  ‘beat 
L.A.’  by  Celtic  fans  as  the  Celtics 
defeated  the  Lakers  109-103  in  game 
three  of  the  NBA  finals. 

The  finals  to  this  point  have  been  a 
‘home  sweet  home’  affair.  Each  team 
has  won  on  its  home  court.  Boston 
fans  hope  the  home-court  advantage 
will  help  the  Celtics  even  the  series 
at  two  games  apiece  in  tonight’s 
fourth  game  in  the  Boston  Garden. 

The  Celtics,  who  had  been  search¬ 
ing  for  an  answer  to  the  Laker  fast- 
break  that  decimated  them  in  Los 
Angeles,  finally  found  the  answer 
sitting  on  their  bench. 

Seldom-used  Greg  Kite,  a  third- 
year  center  out  of  BYU,  sparked  the 
Celtics  to  victory.  The  much-ma¬ 
ligned  Kite  came  off  the  bench  and 
played  the  game  of  his  career. 

Celtic  Coach  K.C.  Jones  was 
forced  to  look  to  his  bench  early  in 
game  three  -when  Robert  Parish 
picked  up  his  third  foul  early  in  the 


second  quarter.  The  Lakers  were 
thinking  sweep  when  Parish  went  to 
the  pines,  but  it  was  Kite  who  did  the 
sweeping  as  he  pulled  down  nine  re¬ 
bounds  and  blocked  a  Magic  Johnson 
layup  attempt  to  ignite  the  Celtics. 

The  6-foot- 11  Kite  played  out¬ 
standing  defense  against  veteran 
center  Kareem  Abdul- Jabbar.  Kite 
helped  hold  the  NBA  career  scoring 
king  to  a  series  low  of  13  points. 

“Greg  was  the  big  difference  in  the 
game,”  said  Celtic  guard  Danny 
Ainge,  who  played  a  sound  floor 
game,  scoring  12  points  and  handing 
out  five  assists. 

Kite  played  defense  against  Jab¬ 
bar  like  a  seasoned  veteran.  He 
forced  Jabbar  to  alter  his  shot  time 
and  time  again,  as  Kite  used  his  big 
body  and  good  defensive  position  to 
thwart  Jabbar. 

“K.C.  had  the  confidence  in  Greg 
to  start  him  the  second  half  and  leave 
him  in  through  most  of  the  third 
quarter.  We  didn’t  need  Greg 
against  Detroit  or  Milwaukee,  be¬ 
cause  they  didn’t  have  big  dominat¬ 
ing  centers.  Remember,  Greg  played 
well  for  us  in  last  year’s  finals  against

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Union  releases  Wilberg  Mine  report 


Man  follows  him  home 

Boy,  8,  attacked

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  27  miners  who  died  in  the  Wilberg  Mine 
fire  would  have  survived  if  their  federally  approved  escape  routes  had  offered 
real  protection  from  lethal  smoke,  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  says. 

In  a  report  harshly  critical  of  the  federal  Mine  Safety  and  Health  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  mine’s  operator,  the  UMW  also  contends  the  Dec.  19, 1984,  fire 
began  at  an  overburdened  conveyor  belt,  not  at  a  faulty  air  compressor  as 
MSHA  concluded. 

“In  this  disaster,  27  people  died,  not  because  a  fire  occurred,  but  because 
they  had  no  way  out,”  said  Joe  Main,  director  of  health  and  safety  for  the 
Washington-based  union  and  the  report’s  principal  author. 

“Had  effective  escape  routes  been  provided  that  were  properly  ventilated, 
the  fire  should  not  have  cost  a  single  life,”  he  wrote. 

Much  of  the  82-page  report,  issued  Tuesday,  reiterated  the  union’s  long¬ 
standing  opposition  to  the  MSHA-approved,  two-entry  system  in  use  at  the 
Wilberg,  a  deep  underground  mine  in  the  coal-rich  mountains  of  eastern  Utah. 

The  system,  used  in  fewer  than  a  dozen  western  mines,  uses  one  passage  for 
access  to  the  mining  face  and  another  for  a  conveyor  belt.  Both  are  designated 
escapeways  by  MSHA. 

However,  the  union  claims  the  system  “reduced  the  number  of  escape 
entries  available  to  miners  and  provided  inadequate  ventilation,  which  did  not 
protect  miners  from  the  smoke  and  deadly  gases  produced  by  the  fire.”

North's  secretary  testifies  in  hearings 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Fawn  Hall,  Oliver  North’s  former  White  House 
secretary  for  four  years,  told  congressional  committees  Monday  that  she 
helped  him  shred  a  foot-and-a-half  stack  of  documents  as  the  Iran-Contra 
affair  began  unraveling  last  fall,  then  walked  out  of  the  White  House  with 
other  papers  hidden  in  her  clothing. 

Hall  said  she  took  internal  office  notes  past  White  House  guards  in  her  boots 
and  in  her  clothes  behind  her  back  on  Nov.  25,  the  day  President  Reagan  fired 
North  as  a  national  security  aide. 

She  also  described  altering  documents  at  the  direction  of  North  and  hur¬ 
riedly  shredding  so  many  documents  that  they  jammed  the  shredding  machine 
in  North’s  White  House  office. 

“I  was  just  purely  doing  my  job,”  Hall  said. 

Testifying  under  a  grant  of  immunity  from  prosecution,  Hall  recounted  the 
destruction  and  alteration  of  papers  just  before  Attorney  General  Edwin 
Meese  III  interviewed  North  during  a  weekend  investigation  he  conducted  at 
Reagan’s  request.  North  was  fired  the  following  Tuesday. 

U  of  U  to  divest  South  African  stocks 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  University  of  Utah  Institutional  Council 
passed  a  resolution  Monday  directing  the  school’s  investment  managers  to 
divest  currently  held  stocks  in  U.S.  companies  doing  business  in  South  Africa. 

The  resolution,  passed  by  an  8-1  vote,  applies  to  those  companies  that  have 
not  announced  a  sale  or  withdrawal  from  South  Africa,  and  on  the  condition 
that  comparable  investments  can  be  found,  said  Pam  Fogle,  university  news 
director. 

Gift  stocks  accepted  by  the  university  with  the  condition  that  they  be  held 
will  not  be  affected,  even  if  they  are  in  companies  doing  business  in  South 
Africa,  she  said. 

The  council’s  vote  received  enthusiastic  approval  from  Students  Against 
Apartheid,  who  for  more  than  a  year  have  been  protesting  the  university’s 
investments  in  companies  in  South  Africa  because  of  that  nation’s  apartheid 
policies. 

Fogle  said  she  did  not  know  the  exact  worth  of  the  stocks  affected  by  the 
resolution,  but  said,  “I  understand  it’s  not  substantial.”

No  fund  set  up  for  North,  Secord  says 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Retired  Maj.  Gen.  Richard  V.  Secord  said  Monday 
his  business  partner,  Albert  Hakim,  was  wrong  when  he  told  the  Iran-Contra 
hearings  that  a  $200,000  death  benefit  fund  was  intended  solely  for  the  family 
of  Oliver  L.  North. 

Secord,  who  managed  the  U.S.  arms  sales  to  Iran  and  resupply  of  weapons 
to  the  Nicaraguan  Contras,  said  the  fund  was  designed  to  pay  medical  bills  and 
survivors’  benefits  for  all  main  participants  in  the  operations. 

This  included  not  only  primary  figures  such  as  North,  but  the  crews  flying 
dangerous  missions  to  Central  America,  Secord  said  in  an  interview.

Arnold  moves  to  Arizona  as  assistant 

HONOLULU  (AP)  —  University  of  Hawaii  basketball  coach  Frank  Arnold 
announced  Monday  that  he  has  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  coach  at 
Arizona  State. 

Arnold,  who  has  been  head  coach  at  Hawaii  for  two  years,  said  he  “liked  the 
job  description”  for  the  Arizona  State  position.  “I  won’t  have  the  headaches, 
nor  the  j  oy  of  being  a  head  coach  anymore ,  ”  he  said . 

He  also  cited  personal  and  professional  reasons  for  his  decision  to  leave 
Hawaii.  He  said  the  new  job  will  give  him  more  time  to  spend  with  his  family 
and  a  chance  for  him  to  be  closer  to  his  mother,  who  is  ill. 

However,  he  said  the  biggest  factor  for  his  decision  was  the  overall  support 
of  basketball  at  Arizona  State. 

Hawaii  Athletic  Director  Stan  Sheriff  said  Arnold  will  be  released  from  the 
one  year  remaining  in  his  contract. 

Arnold  will  be  taking  a  pay  cut  from  his  $60,000  salary  at  Hawaii,  but  he  said 
the  difference  will  be  made  up  because  of  Hawaii’s  high  cost  of  living. 

In  his  two  years  at  Hawaii,  Arnold’s  teams  finished  with  records  of  4-24  and 
7-21.

Utah  was  granted  title  to  the  150- 
square-mile  lake,  the  largest  fresh¬ 
water  lake  in  the  state,  when  it  was 
admitted  to  the  union  in  1896. 

Justice  Sandra  Day  O’Connor,  in 
her  opinion  for  the  court,  rejected 
Reagan  administration  arguments 
that  federal  laws  of  1888  and  1890  es¬ 
tablishing  federal  reservoirs  over¬ 
rode  the  state’s  claims. 

“The  United  States  points  to  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  a  congressional  intent  to  de¬ 


feat  Utah’s  entitlement  to  the  bed  o 
Utah  Lake,”  she  said. 

The  ruling  overturned  a  decision  bj 
the  10th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Ap  1 
peals,  which  said  the  the  lake  is  undei  n 
federal  ownership  because  the  U.S  ' 
Geological  Survey  designated  it 
reservoir  site  in  1889. 

The  ruling  ensures  the  state  o 
Utah  mineral  rights  to  the  lake  bot 
tom,  for  which  oil  and  gas  leases  wen  , 
issued  in  1976,  said  Utah  Solicito  ij 
General  Dallin  Jensen,  who  argue* 
the  case  for  the  state. 

Jensen  said  the  value  of  the  miner  J 
als  is  not  known  because  exploratioi  $ 
fell  victim  to  declining  oil  prices.

“A  New  Approach  to  Controlled  Nuclear  Fusion: 
Energy  Source  of  the  Future?”  (an  illustrated  lecture) 


Modem  society  depends  on  an  abundant,  cheap 
source  of  energy.  Oil,  coal  and  gas  currently 
meet  most  of  our  energy  needs,  and  these  may 
last  a  few  hundred  more  years.  What  then? 

For  three  decades,  scientists  have  attempted 
to  imitate  the  sun’s  source  of  energy,  known 
as  fusion,  in  a  controlled  way  on  earth.  Ocean 
water  could  supply  the  raw  materials  for  fusion 
for  many  millennia.  Unfortunately,  the  goal  of 
tapping  this  immense  reservoir  of  energy  by 
means  of  fusion  at  sun-like  temperatures  has 
proven  elusive. 

In  the  last  few  years,  a  new  approach  to 


achieving  fusion  has  met  with  surprising 
success.  By  means  of  a  catalyst,  we  are  able  to 
induce  fusion  at  easily-reached  temperatures, 
such  as  room  temperature.  The  catalyst  in  this 
case  is  a  speck  of  matter  known  as  a  muon— the 
heavy  brother  to  the  electron.  Recent  progress 
in  muon-catalyzed  fusion  research  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  and  now  many  places  around 
the  world,  suggests  that  energy  production  by 
this  means  is  just  possible.

Role-playing  helpful  in  stress

The  next  time  you  fail  a  test,  imag¬ 
ine  yourself  the  protagonist  in  a 
Greek  tragedy.  Tell  yourself  you  did 
the  best  you  could,  but  that  fate  and 
the  great  gods  made  your  failing 
grade  inevitable. 

According  to  the  instructors  of  a 
BYU  stress  management  workshop, 
this  type  of  role-playing  will  help  stu¬ 
dents  deal  with  stress.  The  work¬ 
shop,  sponsored  by  the  Counseling 
and  Development  Center,  SWKT,  en¬ 
courages  students  to  get  relief  from 
stressful  situations  by  changing  the 
way  they  perceive  things. 

Instructor  Cydney  Woolley  told  at¬ 
tending  students  the  hardest  part  of 


managing  stress  is  changing  how  they 
perceive  potentially  stressful  situa¬ 
tions. 

“It  is  important  to  get  the  big  pic¬ 
ture,”  she  said.  “When  you  view  a 
stressful  event  as  just  a  fragment  of 
life  and  not  a  major  tragedy,  it  be¬ 
comes  a  lot  less  threatening.” 

Students  were  instructed  by  Wool- 
ley  and  two  other  instructors,  Lynne 
Scott  and  Ellie  Young,  to  pair  up  and 
tell  another  person  about  a  stressful 
day  they  have  had  recently. 

Then  they  were  asked  to  role-play 
the  same  day  in  the  context  of  a  situa¬ 
tion  comedy,  a  Greek  tragedy,  a  soap 
opera,  a  fairy  tale,  a  bore,  an  athletic 
event,  a  pitiful  mess,  or  a  trap.  Stu¬ 
dents  were  told  to  be  dramatic  and 
have  fun  with  the  exercise. 

Scott  said  this  technique  is  used  to 


get  students  to  change  their  way  of 
thinking.  She  said  it  shows  them  not 
only  that  things  can  be  perceived  in 
many  different  ways,  but  that  people 
need  to  learn  to  laugh  at  themselves. 

Woolley  told  students  to  practice 
this  exercise  in  their  daily  lives:  “Sit 
down  and  change  your  perception 
during  the  day,”  she  said.  “You  will 
not  only  learn  to  manage  stress,  but 
also  to  adjust  easily  to  change.” 

Students  were  also  instructed  to 
perceive  stressful  situations  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  life  as  a  whole. 

Scott  said  they  could  think  of  some¬ 
thing  stressful  as  a  challenge,  a  good 
experience,  a  natural  part  of  life,  hu¬ 
morous  or  fun,  or  understandable  be¬ 
cause  of  another  person’s  back¬ 
ground.  She  said  it  is  important  to 
keep  one’s  interpretation  in  mind.

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Library  exhibits  art; 
shows  creative  process

The  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  is  ex¬ 
hibiting  the  works  of  five  artists  in  the 
Special  Collections  area  through  June 
30. 

The  exhibit  highlights  four  Utah 
natives  and  one  New  Yorker:  John 
Hafen,  Mahonri  M.  Young,  John  Sep¬ 
timus  (Jack)  Sears, ‘William  Galbraith 
Crawford  and  J.  Alden  Weir  (from 
New  York). 

The  exhibit  features  paintings, 
drawings,  prints  and  sculptures.  It 
also  takes  viewers  “behind  the  can¬ 
vas”  to  help  them  understand  how  the 
artists  felt  about  their  works  while  in 
the  creative  process. 

“The  exhibit  demonstrates  many 
areas  of  interest  beyond  a  mere  dis¬ 
play  of  art,”  said  Dennis  Rowley,  a 
senior  librarian  and  author  of  the  ex¬ 
hibition  catalog. 

It  then  follows  their  works  through 
processes  that  show  how  they  func¬ 
tioned  on  larger  social,  economic  and 
political  scenes.  These  insights  are 
accomplished,  in  part,  through  photo¬ 
graphs,  letters,  sketches,  financial 
records  and  journal  entries  of  the 
artists. 

Among  the  archival  material,  for 
example,  are  samples  of  “Side 
Glances”  cartoons  and  New  Yorker 
magazine  illustration  by  BYU- 
trained  artist  Crawford,  and  a  New 
York  Evening  Post  magazine  cover 
by  Weir. 

Each  featured  artist  has  previously 
enjoyed  Utah  acclaim.  Hafen  (1856- 
1910)  received  praise  near  the  end  of 
his  life.  Respected  U.S.  artist  J.  T. 
Harwood  said  that  Hafen  was  “the 
greatest  landscape  painter  Utah  has 
yet  known.” 


Hafen  once  illustrated  his  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  hymn  “O  My  Father” 
through  paintings.  A  controversy 
arose  among  members  of  The  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
and  other  denominations.  The  exhibit 
contains  a  letter  of  defense  for  his 
work  he  sent  to  LDS  General  Author¬ 
ities,  along  with  their  response. 

Hafen  was  also  a  member  of  the 
first  group  of  artists  sent  abroad  to 
paint  murals  in  LDS  temples  and 
chapels. 

Young,  (1877-1957),  a  grandson  of 
Brigham  Young,  is  remembered  for 
his  many  sculptures.  He  created  the 
Seagull  and  This  Is  the  Place  monu¬ 
ments  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  has  also 
received  national  acclaim  and  recog¬ 
nition  for  the  massive  statue  of 
Brigham  Young  that  stands  in  the 
statuary  hall  of  the  U.S.  Capitol  in 
Washington  D.C. 

Prints,  drawings  and  sculptures  by 
Young  are  displayed,  as  well  as  some 
personal  correspondence.  Among 
some  of  his  philosophies  displayed  is 
the  thought,  “The  craftsman  respects  i 
his  materials.  The  artist  dominates! 
them.” 

Sears  (1875-1969)  became  known 
for  his  drawings  of  cats.  “Cat  Draw¬ 
ings”  was  published  while  he  was  an 
instructor  of  art  at  the  University  of 
Utah. 

Crawford  (1897-1969)  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer  art  stu¬ 
dio  where  he  produced  publicity  ma¬ 
terials.  He  also  illustrated  for 
Harper’s  Bazaar,  New  Yorker,  Cos¬ 
mopolitan,  Redbook  and  the  Satur¬ 
day  Evening  Post,  among  others. 

Weir  (1852-1919)  created  a  sub¬ 
stantial  body  of  art  that  included  por¬ 
traits,  figure  studies,  landscapes  and 
murals.

The  road  is  still  uphill  for  the 
Celtics  if  they  hope  to  repeat  as  world 
champions.  The  Lakers  still  hold  the 
home-court  advantage,  which  means 
the  Celtics  must  beat  the  Lakers  in 
Los  Angeles.

Jenkins  was  picked  by  “Track  and 
Field  News”  to  win  the  800  and  Kar- 
lom  was  picked  to  place  second  in  the 
heptathlon. 

Jenkins  has  qualified  for  the 
Olympic  trials  and  she  plans  to  com¬ 
pete  at  the  World  Games  this  sum¬ 
mer. 

Karblom  broke  her  old  career  best 
of  5,828  points  in  the  heptathlon  and 
also  broke  her  own  Swedish  record  in 
the  long  jump. 

Last  year  at  nationals,  Karblom 
went  in  favored  to  win  but  ended  up  in 
third  place,  with  5,621  points,  behind 
Jones  (5,826). 

Hui-Chin  Lee  marked  a  fourth- 
place  finish  in  the  women’s  javelin 
with  a  throw  of  171-10. 

The  Cougar  women  may  have  a 
new  lucky  number.  They  took  six 
qualifiers  to  the  Sixth  Annual 
Women’s  NCAA  Meet  and  tied  for 
sixth  in  the  nation. 


The  1986  Junior  Olympics  National 
Beam  Champion  has  signed  a  national 
letter  of  intent  to  join  the  Cougar 
gymnastics  squad  for  the  1987-88  sea¬ 
son. 

Marianne  Williams,  17,  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Fork  comes  to  BYU  with  a  credi¬ 
ble  record.  She  was  the  recent  winner 
of  the  Class  I  Region  I  gymnastics 
all-around  title.  Region  I  includes 
California,  Nevada  and  Arizona.  She 
is  a  two-time  Utah  State  all-around 
champion  and  made  the  1986  and  1987 
Region  I  National  team. 

“I  have  always  wanted  to  come  to 
BYU.  My  mom  and  dad  attended 
BYU.  The  coaches  are  committed  and 
dedicated  and  the  facilities  are  all  you 
could  ever  want,”  said  Williams. 

The  5-foot- 1-inch  Williams  at¬ 
tended  American  Fork  High  School, 
where  she  was  an  honors  student.  She 
was  recruited  by  University  of  Utah, 
Utah  State  and  New  Mexico  before 
choosing  BYU. 

“I  want  to  contribute  and  help  get 
the  team  to  the  top.  There  are  lots  of 
good  gymnasts,  but  I  would  like  to 
strengthen  the  overall  program.  In 
the  past  the  program  hasn’t  been  as 
strong,  but  I  want  to  help  make  it  a 
better  team,”  said  Williams. 

Sylvia  Williams,  mother  of 
Williams,  expressed  her  confidence  in 
the  gymnastics  program  and  the 
coaching  staff  at  BYU. 

“We  are  looking  to  see  the  women’s 
gymnastics  program  become  aggres¬ 
sive.  The  coaches  have  promised  to 
push  and  improve  the  program.  They 
are  striving  to  become  an  up-and- 
coming  team,”  said  Mrs.  Williams.

Hospital  holds  drug  campaign

Charter  Canyon  Hospital  is  holding 
a  three-month  campaign  called  “Go 
Drug  Free,”  said  Kathy  Mecham, 
hospital  spokesperson. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  campaign 
is  to  educate  the  public  and  to  make 
people  aware  of  the  rise  of  drug  abuse 
in  Utah. 

According  to  a  1986  report  from  the 
Utah  Department  of  Drug  and  Alco¬ 
hol,  the  cost  of  a  cocaine  habit  ranges 
from  $200  to  $3,000  per  week. 

Marijuana  was  used  regularly  by 
70,300  Utahns. 

The  use  of  heroine,  barbiturates, 


tranquilizers,  cocaine,  inhalants  and 
LSD  among  Utah  high-school  seniors 
is  higher  than  the  national  average. 

Thirty-two  percent  of  Utahns  12 
years  old  and  over  used  alcohol  last 
month. 

The  campaign,  running  June 
through  August,  takes  place  during 
the  summer  because,  during  the  rest 
of  the  year,  schools  already  do  much 
to  educate  children  and  teens  about 
the  dangers  of  drug  abuse,  said 
Mecham. 

Various  businesses  in  the  Utah 
County  area  will  participate  in  the 
campaign  to  demonstrate  their  inter¬ 
est  in  combating  drug  abuse. 

The  hospital  will  conduct  free  drug 


seminars  during  the  campaign.  The 
first  scheduled  seminar,  June  10  at 
the  hospital,  will  address  the  issue  of 
“Teen-agers,  Alcohol  and  Drugs.” 

The  seminar  will  be  presented  by 
Gale  Everton,  Ph.D.  candidate  in 
Clinical  Psychology  at  BYU.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Mecham,  most  of  the  seminars 
will  be  scheduled  as  individuals  call 
the  hospital  requesting  information 
about  drugs.  A  toll-free  number  is 
also  available  for  individuals  to  call  for 
information  on  specific  drugs.  Crisis¬ 
line  workers,  the  majority  of  whom 
are  licensed  social  workers,  will  an¬ 
swer  the  phones  24  hours  a  day  to 
address  questions  about  drugs.  The 
number  is  1-800-962-HOPE.
